: The Emperor Louis Natouxon, since his ac- 
petatiok to power, has shown himself disposed 
to relieve his ‘country of the incubus imposed |

‘Thus the Em- 
peror attempted in 18564 to relax the prohibi- 
tions on the importation of foreign grain and 
cattle, but his ordinances to that effect were 
provisional in their phraseology, and those of 
our merchants who have ever-been “nipped ”’ 
by the sudden revecation of similar relaxa- 
tions under the commercial régime of the 
Island of Cuba, will readily understand why 
the French importations of these most neces- 
sary articles should not have been materially 
benefited by measures of such a tem- 
porary and uncertain _.scope. So,.. too, 
it has been with the effort made during 
the Eastern war to quicken the movement of 
the ‘Frénch marine. Under the system of 
prohibitive protection to French materials and 
-skill.in ship-building, the commercial navy of 
France had fallen far behind its gréat rivals in 
England and: America. When 1814 brought 
peace again to the seas, the French marine 
registered 600,000 tons. In 1856. it. had risen 
to ‘a little over 800,000. During ‘the ‘same 
period the tonnage of England and America 
had grown to colossal proportions. We quad- 
rupled our tonnage in the quarter of a. century 
between 1830. and 1855,. éxpanding from 
1,200,000 to 5,000,000, and outrunning »Eng- 
land, up to the epoch of ‘the repeal of, the 
English navigation laws in 1849; since whitch 
period the English marine has shown an ae- 
celerated increase ‘in ‘the rate of its edition 
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
